Kansas City has passed an ordin- 
nnce compelling all saloons to close at 


The first inheritance tax 1)111 to 
reach the national house since tho 
president in his message put himself 
officially on record as favorin* such a 
measure to curb the power of what 
he has described as |the “ swollen for­ 
tunes” of the country, has been In­ 
troduced by Representative Perkins, 
of New York. 
The provisions of the 
Perkins bill are as follows; 
Inheritances to the amount of |25- 
000 by lineal issue or lineal ancestor, 
husband, wife, brother or sister, shall 
pay seventy-five cents per $100 on the 
clear value of the inheritance; de­ 
scendants of brother or sister, $1.50 
per $100; uncles and aunts or de­ 
scendants of them, $3 per $100; great- 
uncles or great aunts or descendants 
o£ them, $4 per $100; any other degree 
of collateral consanguinity br stranger 
in blood, $5 per $100. 
This tax shall 
not apply to bequests of a religious, 
educational of literary character or 
for the encouragement of art or to so­ 
cieties for the prevention of cruelty to 
children.

Probably nine women out of every 
ten use face p owder, but it cannot 
be said that all of them use it artis'^ 
tically .

It is a mistake to sup p ose that the, 
ap p lication of face p owder is a mere 
matter of dabbing it on. 
On the 
contrary , it is a toilet rite to be 
p erformed with care and 
thought. 
Leaving out the question of looks, 
p owdering must be carefully done for 
the health of the skin, which is often 
Injured by the too frequent use of 
cosmetics injudiciously ap p lied. 
The p rop er way to use a p owder 
is to work it into the skin so as to 
give a natural ap p earance. 
And the^ 
woman who p ossesses this art is en­ 
vied by her sisters. 
Actresses are necessarily the great­ 
est of all artists in the use of cos­ 
metics. 
Observe an actress “make 
up ." 
fihe never p uts a cosmetic on 
her face without first ap p ly ing a fin 
ishing cream. 
The cream is worked 
into the face with the tip s of the 
fingers, by the rotary motion, until 
the substance }s absorbed. 
Powder 
may then be p ut on. 
The best w^ay to 
ap p ly dry iiow'der is with a buffer 
or a p iece of chamois, for with either 
of these the p owder may be worked 
Into the skin until It looks natural, 
and no woman should be satisfied 
until the cosmetic gives the tone of 
real flesh. 
In p owdering the ears and neck 
the treatment is p ractically the same 
as far as p utting bn the cream. Cos 
metics—none 
but 
liquids, 
because 
they do not brush off—are 
rubbed 
into the p ores of the neck with a 
sp onge and buffer, but 
must 
be 
worked into the ears with the fingers. 
Never take off p owMer with water, 
for only the surface can be cleaned 
in this way, and the p ores, the es 
sential p art of the flesh, are left clog­ 
ged. 
They must be cleansed with 
cream or oils, so the quickest as well 
as the most healthful treatm ent foi 
^he flesh is-to remove the cosmetics 
by ap p ly ing cold cream. 
After this 
cleanser has been w'orked thorough 
ly into the p ores and wip ed off am 
other lay er of some soft, nourishing 
cream should be 
rubbed 
into 
the 
p orep and left during the nigl^. 
There must be*no lines about the 
ears or neck that show’ 
cosmetics 
have been p ut on the skin; instead 
the p ow’ders should be so buffeted and 
rubbed that they blend ^p erfectly a? 
the skin naturally does. 
If the ey elashes and ey p brows are 
dark enough to need no p aste the> 
should be freed from all remnants ol 
the p owder. 
This may easily be 
done by damp ening a finger and rub 
bing it across them, beginning at 
the center or bridge of the nose.
